It was 11 o’clock when the conference 
was called to order this morning. The first 
speaker was Mayor Silas D. Drake. of 
Lincoln, N. J., the boom town that has 
three women delegates from its council 
here. He introduced to the convention 
Mayor J. A. Johnson, of Fargo, who argued 
for uniformity of state laws pertaining to 
municipal organizations and urged upon

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The Cotton Market. 

Contrary to hope and expectation— 
contrary, indeed, to the laws of supply 
and demand—the price of cotton does 
not advance. In spite of the fact that 
it should be selling for 9 cents a pound 
in Atlanta, it is selling around 6 cents. 
which means about 51-2 cents the 
farm. 


On 


Not within the past ten years, as we 


have taken occasion to show, has the 
market pesition of cotton been so favor- 
able. That is to say, not within. ten 
years has the foreign and domestic stock 
in sight been run down so low. With 
this situation prevailing in cotton goods, 
the price of those goods: would go up 
with a rush. 

But the raw material, however. seems 
to be a different matter; it appears to be 
the victim of a bear conspiracy, in 
which the foreign and domestic spinners 
are on One side, and the cotton planters 
and those who hope for a large measure 
of prosperity for the south. are on the 
other. The spinners have already hit 
the market a serious blow by means of 
the figures of Mr. Neill, their southern 
agent. He has ‘“‘guessed” that the crop 
now coming into the market will amount 
to ten gnd a half million bales, and since 
that guess or estimate was filed in the 
Liverpool exchange, the price has 
dropped between one and two cems a 
pound, resulting in a loss to the farmers 
of $10 a bale. This loss, in the aggregate, 
is simply tremendous. 

The spinners are more fortunately 
situated than the farmers. They have 
an agent here who makes it his business 
to bear the price by guessing at the prob- 
‘able number of bales, and they can af- 
ford to wait until the price falls to a 
point that will give them enlarged prof- 
its. The farmer, on the other hand. 
cannot afford to wait until the dimin- 
ished supply sends the price up. Tle has 
‘obligations to meet, and he must carry 
his crop to market very early in the 
fall. 

With all the conditions favoring bet- 
ter prices, we can only hope that cotton 
‘may make such response thereto as wil} 
give our farmers fair wages for their 
year of toil. The staple should be scll- 
ing today for at least 10 cents jn the New 
York market. This. would go far to- 
ward restoring prosperity in the south. 
It would give our peop'e an opportun- 
ity to enjoy at least a fair share of the 
prosperity that has been produced in 
other sections by the increased prices ot 
food crops. 

It is possible that a sudden move in 
the market, similar to that which carried 
wheat up, may enable our farmers to 
realize fair prices for their cotton. This, 
at least, is our expectation, based on 
the small stock of cotton in sight ou the 
lst of September.

Technically speaking, the greenbacks 
were not money, but mere promises to 
pay, but the government created them 
in.to good money by giving them the legal 
tender quality. They would pay debts 
and taxes, and this fact created a de- 
mand for them. It true the green- 
back dollars were ‘‘depreciated’’ as com- 
pared with gold, but nobody wanted gold. 
It had disappeared without leaving any 
aching void behind, and nobody had any 
use for, it save those who- were hiding 
it or those who were using it as the 
basis of sneculation. 

It is true that the greenback dollars 
were what the gold fanatics would now 
call “unsound” and “dishonest’’ dollars, 
but they carried the north successfully 
through a great war, and, after the war. 
gave prosperity to the whole country. 
So much so, that the people would. be 
glad to have another era of “unsound” 
and “depreciated” currency (as com- 
pared with go!d) so that they might 
enjoy the accompanying prosperity, and 
the resulting industrial and commercial 
activity. 
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The Beet Sugar Industry. 

One of the most important facts to 
be observed in connection with the 
world’s industrial progress is the grow- 
ing popularity of beet sugar. 

less than ten years ago the world’s 
total output of beet sugar was shorter 
by 134,000 tons than its total output of 
cane sugar. Since that time the differ- 


ence between the two products has been 
growing steadily in favor of the former 


and today the total output of beet su- 
gar is twice as great as the total out- 
put of cane sugar.

One fault of the Great Eastern was 
that the motive power supplied by its 
boilers was altogether insufficient to 
propel its immense weight. As dis- 


closed in the above table, the propelling 
force of the Great Hastern’s boilers ag- 
gregated only 2,700 horse-power, witb a 
tonnage of 19,5090 tons to support: while 
the propelling power of the Kaiser Wil- 
liam’s boilers, with only 14,000 tons to 
support, aggregates the enormous 
amount of 36,000 horse-power. Had the 
Great Eastern been supplied with only 
half this amount of power it might to- 
day be plowing the waves of the Atlan- 
tic. 

The hapless fate of thé Great Eastern 
is still fresh in the minds of the read- 
ing public. Its career of reverses began 
with a tragedy and ended with one. In 
1859 the vessel started upon its trial trip 
across the Atlantic: but, shortly after 
leaving port one of its main pipes ex- 
ploded, causing the death of seven men. 
In the course of a few weeks the dam- 
age eaused by this explosion was re- 
paired, and the vessel subsequently made 
several trips acress the water; but it 
never recompensed its owners for the 
vast sum of money put into it, nor suc- 
ceeded in crossing the Atlantic in a 
shorter space of time than twelve days. 
The science of navigation had not ad- 
vanced far enough at that time to dis- 
close the real cause of the Great East- 
ern’s failure, and, naturally, even its 
own builders supposed that the only 
trouble with the vessel was its weight 
Scjence bas made rapid progress in the 
last few years, however, and the secret 
of the vessel's failure has at last become 
apparent. 

But while the Great Eastern’s career 
was one of disasters, it was not alto-

| gether inglorious. "After remaining idle 
for several years it was finally brought 
into service again, and utilized in lay- 
ing the Atlantic cable. With the fame 
of this celebrated achievement the name 
of the Great Eastern is closely identified, 
and but for the glamor which the Atlan- 
tic cable throws around it, the memory 
of the old vessel would be one of dis~ 
aster and reproach only. Some fifteen 
or twenty years ago the Great Eastern 
Was dismantled in one of the navy yards 
on the coast of New Engiand and sold 
for old plunder. Sueh, in brief, is the 
story of this: ill-starred monster of the 
deep. 

While the Kaiser William is not quite 
so large as the Great Eastern, its success 
in plowing the Atlantic makes it clearly 
evident that the latter's failure was due 
not to its enormous size, but solely to 
its lack of motive power. Within the 
next few years the watery highway be- 


tween this couniry and Great Britain 
will witness even larger vessels than 


the Great Eastern making faster prog- 
ress than the Kaiser William. What 
goal of which the human intellect has 
ever dreamed is bevond the ultimate 
reach of science?

The Gold Standard in India. 
Mr. Yule, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Bank of Caleutta—in 
this country he would be called the pres- 
ident of the bank—recently made some 
interesting remarks at the half-yearly 
meeting of the bank board. Owing to 
the scarcity of money brought about by 
the closing of the Indian mints to sil- 
ver, the rate of the Bank of Calcutta had 
been 10 per cent from December of last 
year to June, 1897. Mr. Yule exploded 
the theory that dear money is a first- 
rate thing for a bank. He confided to 
his hearers the information that had the 
bank’s rate been 4 instead of 10 per cent, 
their profits would have been consider- 
ably greater. 7 
“Enforced scarcity of monev,” said 
Mr. Yule, ‘is the only hope on which 
the skeleton of the famine-stricken and 
famine-begetting gold standard depends. 
To become wealthy, the government of 
India is diligently endeavoring to ren- 
der itself, as well as the trading com- 
munity, completely destitute.” This ar- 
raignment of the gold standard is enough 
to make its worshipers in this country

But Mr. Yule does not stop here. He 
goes on to remind his hearers of the 
prosperity that existed in India in 1892. 
“Thanks to the redundancy of the cur- 
rency,” he said, “industrial activity was 
never greater.” Think of that! a bank- 
er declaring in favor of a redundant 
currency! The answer of the gold fan- 
atics in this country will be that though 
Mr. Yule is a banker, he ‘doesn’t under- 
stand the monev question:” he is an‘ “‘ig- 
noramus:’”’ he is “interested in = silver 
mines;”’ he is ‘‘an anarchist:” or he is “‘a 
repudiationist.”’ 

In his reference to ‘the 
getting gold standard,”’-the manager of 
the Bank of Caleutta did not go beyond 
the facts. It has been demonstrated be- 
vond all question that the famine in In- 


dia (which is still in progress) was a 
money famine. There was food to be 


had for the money, but the people who 
were starving had no money. They had, 
indeed, what for centuries was the equiv- 
alent of money until the idolators of 
gold decreed otherwise, namely, orna- 
menis and jewelry of silver. When the 
Indian mints were open to silver, the 
people could, in a crisis, turn these or- 
naments into money at a moment's no- 
tice. With the mints closed, there was 
no longer a market for the silver orna- 
ments. especially when more than a mil- 
lion of sufferers were ready to part with 
all they had. But for the closing of 
the mints there would have been no 
money famine, and no suffering, for the 
silver ornaments and jewelry could have 
been turned into rupees at a moment's 
notice. Owing, however, to British 
greed, the mints were closed, the rupee 
given an artificial value, adding im- 


mensely to the obligations of debtors, 
and thus we have in India, not only a 
monev famine that has caused untola 
suffering and unnumbered deaths, but 


the spectacie of a government hopelessly 
invelved in financial chaos. we 
In fact, the confusion in business and 
commerce, the arrested development of 
the country, and the shifts to which the 
Indian government is compelled to resort 
in its efforts to escape the bankruptcy 
and beggary to which the gold standard 
is driving, are among the events and 
resvlts which lead us to hope that there 
is really Some movement of significance 
and far-reaching importance behind the 
recent declaration of the Bank of Eng- 
land that it is ready to hold one-fifth of 
its reserve in silver. It is these things 
that give at least a ray of hope that the 
British government may be induced to 
rescue its Indian dependency from bank- 
ruptey and destitution by reopening the 
mints to the free coinage of silver. 
eo

His Property Is Tied Up on Account 
of His Wife’s Alimony Suit. © 


NEEDS MONEY TO PAY OFF DEBTS. 


He Has Filed with the Court a Petition 
Asking Authority To Mortgage 
a Lot for a Loan. 


The divorce and alimony proceedings 
brought against Thomas McDowell by his 
wife, Mrs, Lola McDowell, has caused the 
former to file in court a _ petition with 
Judge Lumpkin asking .that the court re- 
lieve him of the injunction recently issued 
sufficiently to enable him to pay his debts 
by making a loan upon a small piece of 
property which is tied up with the general 
restraining order. 

The story of the divorce and the charges 
attending the proceedings is one of unusual 
features.

None but the people of Montgomery have 
ever urged the necessity of fumigating 
the Atlanta mail. They believe that At- 
lanta is full of the plague, and nothing 
would Induce them to receive mail 
that did not bear the evidence of fumiga- 
tion.

very poor, but that it was not due to the 
Officials of the service. He said he was in- 
structed to conform to the quarantine rules 
of all health bodies, municipal, state and 
marine, and that he could not do as The 
Times-Democrat advocated, and overrun 
the quarantine set up by the different cities. 

As a matter of fact Superintendent Ter- 
rell is perfectly helpless. He ‘has orders 
from Washington which he must obey and 
he is doing the best that any man could 
do under the circumstances. He its doing 
all in his power to keep the mafls going 
but the little towns of Alabama handicap 
every effort of his. If any little village 
chooses to quarantine against Atlanta it 
can do so, and its officers can take shoi-

Atianta, September 29.—The market has 
shown some activity. The feature has 
been the liquidation of October which wid- 
ened the differences between that month 
and January.

Subse- 
quently, however, prices receded, owing to 
a loss of 2-64d in Liverpool and in response 
to the liquidation in September and Octo- 
ber. This latter factor resulted in a de- 
cline of 10 points in October, while the 
distant months were carrie] 5 points un- 
der yesterday’s close. A_ slight recovery 
took place ard prices at the close were 
2<@6 points under yesterday.

Wheat Advanced a Cent, but Enormous 
Visible Figures Caused a Break. 


CLOSED OVER A CENT LOWER 


Other Grains and Provisions Trailed 
After Wheat and Closed Sharp- 
ly Lower. 


Chicago, Suptember 29.—Wheat, after 
climbing a cent during the morning, went 
all to pieces on the enormous visi ible de- 
crease figures and closed at a deciine of 
14,@13ec. The belief that the pro} osition 
to make No. 2 spring contrast grade would 
ba defeated, which helief was su bsequtaly 
shown to be well founded, was the bull 
factor, but it was completely lost sight of 
when the Bradstreet tigures were recoived. 
Other grain and provision markets tr: atled 
after wheat. corn declining 4c, oats ‘©, 
provisions closirg unchanged to Zlec lower. 

Wheat started firm. December, which 
closed yesterday at 90%c, opened today at 
904%4@90%c;, and after a little dip to 905—C 
started on a gradual! though steady climb 
which earrled it to 91%c about two hours 
from the opening. Better cables than ex- 
pected from Liverpool and Paris contri 
buted to the strength. It was oitactnaaly 
due, however, to the general belief in the 
defeat of the amendment to the rules being 
balloted on to reinstate No. 2 spring as one 
of the descriptions of wheat delivered on 
speculative contracts. Some part of the 
firmness may have been due to a falling 
off in the northwestern receipts. Minnea- 
polis and Duluth reported 824 carloads 
against 853 the corresponding day of the 
week before and 831 a year ago. The Chi- 
cago receipts were 216 cars, of which 12 
were No. 2 spring, but there was not a car 
of wheat that could be delivered to fill a 
sale for the December delivery. Baltimore 
reported acceptances from London of good 
quantities of flour offered yesterday by 
cable, and sale of a cargo of No. 2 red 
wheat to Franee was reported from 8t. 
Louis. Export clearances from the Atlan- 
tic seaboard were 229,563 bushels of wheat 
and 623 barrels of flour. Two circum- 
stances that came to light about 12 o’clock 
knocked the underpinning from the market 
and caused it to come down with a crash 
on the heads of its previous supporters. 
The first was the closing quotations from 
continental markets. Paris was found to 
be 40 centimes lower for @e ptember and 15 
centimes lower for November-February, 
and Antwerp 25 centimes lower for all de- 
scriptions af American wheat. That 
started the decline, and Bradstreet’s fig- 
ures of the world’s visible increase, mak- 
ing it 9,970,000 bushels, gave it its coup de 
grace. The market: subsided to 9%%c on 
the cables, but twenty. minutes after. the 
posting of the visible figures December had 
been driven down to & xe. Taen the mar- 
ket steadied again. The pelief that there 
wus a ‘‘bug”’ in the Bradstreet flgures some- 
where grew rapidly. Snorts, too, seized 
the opportunity to cover and the market 
slowly recovered from its fright. Decem- 
ber was bringing 89@8S'ec at the close. ‘The 
vote on the amendment to the rules, wich 
was announced after the close, showed an 
overwhelming majority against the propu- 

rion7n. 

There was very little to corn except sym- 
pathy with wheat. The market showed 
strength early, affected by the dry weather 
und the falling off in receipts, but after 
that it followed the fluctuations of the ma- 
jor market. The dullness of wusiness pre- 
vented mere than a %-cent declin when 
wheat made its ‘eptional dive.
